Hail. 


From a study of phenomena of thun­ 
der-storms in the Gironde (France) M. 
Lespiault comes to the conclusion that, 
ceteris paribus, valleys are more struck 
bv hail than hills or tableland. It seems 
that a certain depth below the clouds is 
necessary for tho formation or the fall 
of hall to occur without obstacle. 
Fur­ 
ther, the directions of the valleys trav­ 
ersed have a marked influence on the 
direction of the clouds, though they only 
cause a momentary deflection, and the 
clouds, after following them a certain 
time, are carried on in the general di­ 
rection of the vortical movement. For 
example, if a valley be in the axis of tho 
zone of hail, or a little inclined to that 
axis, the hail clouds seem to be carried 
along that valley, as dead leaves arc car­ 
ried along by the wind in a trench, lf 
the valley be subdivided by a mountain 
spur into two others, the hail cloud also 
divides and the two secondary valleys 
are ravaged in their turn, at least to tho 
extent in which they are within the 
zone haiL 
Valleys lying across this 
zone have also an influence, though less 
marked. When the clouds come to pass 
over them they show a tendency to de­ 
scend and to spread oat on the two 
sides of the zone, so that the zone is 
broader over valleys than over plateaus, 
and the ravages are often greater.

In most#other styles of build­ 
ing, improvements can be made, and in 
some are greatly needed; but given con­ 
scientiousness and intelligence in those 
who inhabit them, they will improve 
them, and in fifty years from now we 
predict great changes for the better in 
the dwellings of the American people.

This same simple diet of oat­ 
meal has produced many other remark­ 
able personages.

The rivers 
and sea gave them fish in abundance, 
and the forests game. They raised some* 
vegetables. 
Com wan generally a sure 
crop, and hasty-pudding as famous a 
dish as ever oatmeal in Scotland. Now, 
at the South the principal foods among 
the poorer classes are com-meal and 
pork, with occasionally a little molasses 
and coffee. 
As a whole, tho American 
people eat better than any other—that 
is, have food 
in 
greater 
variety 
and of 
better 
quality 
than 
a n ­ 
other nation of the earth. Simplicity of 
life is practiced only by the very poor 
so far as regards cating. In prepara­ 
tion of foods by cooking we are, 
economically, far behind the French, 
however. 
But nature gives such an 
abundance that to go hungry here seems 
the grossest mismanagement. 
There 
are maces where fresh meats are hard 
to obtain. But the va<t canning estab­ 
lishments make up somewhat for this. 
Not by giving nice, juicy beefsteak, by 
any means, but fresh salmon, or oysters, 
or bouillon soup; something that will 
take the place of beef for a time at 
least. 
When far from market, and 
wishing something delicate and nour­ 
ishing for an invalid, I have found a 
snipe stewed, a quail broiled, a red 
squirrel made into broth, some nicely 
prepared trout, answer the purpose ad­ 
mirably. 
Almost every locality will 
furnish something wholesome, appetiz­ 
ing and cheap. In largo cities every­ 
thing must be bought; but then most of 
our cities arc too full of people in pro­ 
portion to tho country places anywhere, 
and nature holds out an inviting hand 
to their half-starved denizens. One may 
greatly prefer a iii liner of roast beer, 
with the accompanying vegetables, to 
one of wild-fowl or fish; and were I long 
compelled to live on bacon and hoe­ 
cake, I should confess being stiff-necked 
and rebellious, even were the motives 
for my doing so exceeding strong.— Cor. 
Christian at Work. 


Indian Education in Virginia. 
The effort has been for a natural, 
all-round growth rather than a rapid 
one. Books, of course, are for a long 
time of no avail, and object-teaching, 
pictures and black-boards take their 
place, with ever}' other device that in­ 
genuity is equal to, often on the spur 
of the moment, to keep up the interest 
and attention of the 
undisciplined 
minds that, with the best intentions and 
strong desiro to know English, have 
small patience for preliminary steps. 
A peripatetic class was th us devised to re­ 
lieve the tedium of the schoolroom, and 
Wad, to speak literally and figuratively, 
quite a run. 
It usually began with 
leap-frog, and then went gayly on to 
finn its “ books in the running brooks, 
sermons in stones,” etc. 
Geography is 
taught with molding sand and iron- 
raised dissecting maps; arithmetic at 
first with blocks. The Indians are par­ 
ticularly fond of each, and tho ad­ 
vanced class is quite expert in adding 
up columns of figures as long as a 
ledger page, ami equal to practical 
problems of every-day trade and sim­ 
ple business accounts. 
Nothing, however, can equal the 
charm of the printed page. 
It has the 
old mystery of “ the paper that talks.” 
“ If I cannot read when I go home,” 
said a young brave, “ my people will 
laugh at me.” The gratitude of the 
St. Augustines over their lirst text­ 
book 
in geography was touching. 
Beading, writing and spelling 
are 
taught together by the word method 
and charts. 
Later, attractive little 
primaries 
have 
been very useful, 
and 
unbound 
numbers 
of 
chil­ 
dren’s magazines, such as are used 
in the Quincy schools. Most of the 
Dakotas can now road at sight as sim­ 
ple English as is found in these, and 
arc beginning to take pleasure in read­ 
ing or iii listening to easy versions of 
our childhood classics of Robinson Cru­ 
soe, ami Christopher Columbus, and 
George Washington 
with his little 
hatchet. One of their teachers who 
tried the hatchet story on them in pre­ 
paration for tho 22d of February, says 
“Such attentive listeners I never saw 
before. They were perfectly enrap­ 
tured. They understood everything, 
even to the moral. 
A few days after 
this I was annoyed by talking in the 
class. When I asked who did it, every 
one blamed his neighbor. I said, ‘Now, 
boys don’t tell a lie. Who will be a 
George Washington?’ 
Two boys at 
once stood up and said, ‘We did it.’ 
Another teacher was less successful 
with her moral, in trying to explain a 
hymn they had learned to recite

The Cremation Society of the City of 
Berlin, Germany, has published its an­ 
nual report for the year 1880, from 
which it appears that the number of 
members increased from thirty-three to 
107, arid that the applications for mem­ 
bership arc coming in fast. The report 
also states that it is not merely the ob­ 
ject of tho Society to cremate human 
bodies, but also to prevent the dreadful 
danger of burying persons alive. Sci- 
entilic authorities, as well as practicing 
physicians, have proven the fact that 
there is but one positively certain sign 
that death has occurred, and that is 
general decomposition of the body; ail 
other signs arc, without any exception, 
very problematical, and no absolute re­ 
liance can bo placed on them. In­ 
stances are on record where people in 
a state of trance did not awake even 
when their skins were burned with red- 
hot iron rods. If the pulse is entirely 
imperceptible, if breathing has appa­ 
rently ceased altogether even to the ex­ 
amining physician, if the limbs are still 
and cold, if tho opening of a vein draws 
no blood—still these signs are not suro 
and reliable proof of death, and the 
possibility still exists that tho patient is 
lying in a trance. The indications of gen­ 
eral decomposition do not appear on 
many corpses until long after the legal 
limit of three days, which the body 
must be kept after death, has expired. 
From scientific sources we know that, 
in tho course of twenty-five years, there 
wore 990 cases of trance discovered in 
Amsterdam; in Hamburg, 107 in five 
years; in New York, six out of 1,200 
S 
ialf per cent) were found in a trance; 
e Humane Society in London has dur­ 
ing twenty-two years restored 3,175 
persons who were in a trance to life. 
Dr. Bonhier, of Paris, mentions fifty- 
three instances during his practice in 
that city where the foodies sfoowed signs 
of returning lite while they were in 
their coffins. The remains in fifty-two 
coffins dug up in twq condemned and 
abandoned graveyards inside the limits 
of the City of Paris showed unmistaka­ 
ble signs of having been buried alive.
